TOLD BY AN OLD-TIME “JOCK” 


How the Queer Game Was Worked to Make Big Money for the 
Owners and Those Who Stood in on the Play.

How a Dose of ‘‘ Quick Run Pills’’ Worked on the Favorite Horse of the Miners, 
. Who Was Carded to Run a Losing Race.

The “jock” who had seen hard times, but who was 
now on Easy street, was talking about the outlaw 
racing tracks. 

“IT was a 75-pound kid when I was riding at Iron 
Hill. I was too young tc know much about the finer 
points of the shady game, and I did as I was told to do, 
rarely deriving any profit from the successful jobs. I 
rode a three-year-old in @ two-year-old race at Iron 
Hili one day without knowing anything about it till 
long afterward. 

**All you've got to do,’ said the owner to me when I 
climbed aboard the nag, ‘is to sit still and your horse’ll 
come home. But don’t let him win by more thana 
mile. If he tries to spread-eagle the field, pull the teeth 
out of him.’

“Well, I was only a little bit of a snoozer, and this 
man, a giant, was towering over me pretty fierce, and 
I could feel myself getting pale.

horse was beaten easily. I’m telling you the actual | 


truth when I say that I went right to bed and stayed 
there for two weeks with chills and fever. The owner

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A Sensation in the South That Broke

A tragic occurrence for which there have been one or 
two precedents occurred at Louisville, Ky., recently, 
when the stage manager of a theatrical company was 
shot three times by one of the women performers on 
the street. 

According to the story her acting had been criticized 
by the manager. She had taken exception to it and 
had decided to have revenge. On the way home from 
the theatre the actress was observed to enter the prop- 
erty room of the theatre and then leave hurriedly 
The manager, after attending to some matters of the 
theatre, also left. He was walking along the street 
when he was suddenly copfronted by the actress, She 
did not hesitate an instant, but raised the revolver and 
shot him in the shoulder. He staggered and then tried 
to grasp the weapon. Wrenching it away she said: 

“You cannot insult me,” Then she shot him through 
the left arm and fired one more bullet into the abdomen. 

Several people on the street rushed to the assistance 
of the injured man, but the whole thing occurred so 
quickly that little could be done. A policeman named 
Harden disarmed the woman,and she immediately 
collapsed. She said she had been worried for some 
time by the criticiams of her work. She sald she bad 
no other grievance against the stage manager. 

The man was taken to the hospital, where the 
physicians used the X-rayson him, They managed to 
probe for and extract the bullets, and at last reports he 
was resting easily. 

The actress telegraphed some friends in New York, 
asking tha she be sent some money to defend herself, 
as she was entirely without funds, 

Some excitement was apparent in the city when the 
affair became public property, and the matter was com- 
pared with a similar happening that took place in 
Chattanooga about eighteen months ago. 

The prisoner would give no further information as to 
the causes which had led her to take this action further 
than those already given. She merely said she had 
acted in what she thought was a legitimate manner.

land. She was known as a brave soldier, and is said to 
have actually fought a duel with a superior officer.

There have, be- 
sides, been a great many cases of women who have 
donned male attire and enlisted in order to follow their 
husbands, though these properly belong to a different 
class.

Many New Yorkers have not 
entirely recovered from the cha- 
grin of discovering the real sex of 
Murray Hall. Here was a char- 
acter widely known, active in 
affairs, a local politician of prumi- 
nence, the last following in the 
world, it would seem, for sucb an 
enterprise. She carried on the 
difficult business of politics for 
years without raising a suspicion, 
drank and smoked with the 
“boys’’ and was an excellent judge 
of pretty girls. She left a “widow” 
and an adoptei daughter; twenty- 
five years old. The most careful 
search failed to throw any light 
upon the Hall woman’s motives. 

Within a few weeks of Murray 
Hall’s death still another case of ; 
this nature, the woman by chance bearing the same 
name, attracted local attention. Miss Caroline W. 
Hall, it will be remembered, wearing the dress of a 
man, and accompanied by a “wife,” 
steamer bound for New York. This Hall woman was 
a native of Boston, where she was well connectéd. Ac- 
cording to the confession of the ‘“wife,’’ the two had 
travelled together all over Europe without attracting 
the least suspicion. The Hall woman's family were 
aware of the masquerade and deeply deplored it, but 
had never been able to dissuade her from her course. 

There is probably no more remarkable case of such 
deception lasting for a period of many years than that 
of the famous “Chevalier d’Eon.”” The Chevatier was 
a woman, but not until her death at the age of seventy- 
two years, after being almost continuously before the 
public, was her secret discovered. She became promi- 
nent In the court of Louis XV., held several public 
offices and was finally sent as the king’s diplomatic 
agent on an errand of great importance to the court of 
the Empress of Russia. Her influence upon public 
affairs in France was important for half a century. 

Perhaps, after all, the most astounding evidence of 
the comparative commonness of such masquerading 
is shown by the army records of such cases,

Not alone are our American jockeys but our 
American fighters beginning to make their presence a 
feature of the coronation year in England. The first 
of the international battles for fistic supremacy took 
place the other day, and victory perched on the Ameri- 
can standard when “Kid” McFadden, of San Francisco, 
knocked out Jem Williams, of London, at the National 
Sporting Club, in what was billed ds the bantamweight 
championship of the world and a purse of £350, This 
fight was the sharpest five-round contest which has 
been seen in London for a longtime. A big crowd 
attended, including Tom Sharkey, Gus Rublin and Joe 
Walcott, the American fighters, and other participants 
in the pugilistic tournament to be held in connection 
with the coronation festivities. Williams could not 
get down to weight. and was allowed to go on at 120 
pounds, McFadden forced the fighting from the start, 
and proved to be much stronger than his opponent. 
Williams, however, was very clever, and had the better 
of the third round. The end came suddenly at the close 
of the fifth, when McFadden landed a half-hook on the 
Englishman’s jaw. This is. but a forerunner of 
what the Yankee knights of the ring all expect to ac- 
complish before they return. It is too bad that Eng- 
land’s fighting material is so poor that more inter- 
national battles could not have been arranged, instead 
of compelling Americans to fight among themselves.
